AN AWFUL WRECK. 


Bristol Bridge Carried A*a>y by 


the Flood 


AID FOURTEEN HDIAI LIVES* LOST. 


Part .of the Structure Gave Way First 


and the Greater Disaster Occurred 


While Brave Workman were Try- 


ing »o Repair the Damage. 


BRISTOL , 
, Feb. 7.—A most ap- 


palling disaster occurred here shortly 
after nine o'clock last night in which 
30 working men were precipitated into 
Pequabuck river from the east Bristol 
bridge and from tea to twelve of them 
are probably lost. 


Tile structure was found to be shaky 


and the 4:4$ train on the New England 
road had a narrow escape from •wreck 
as it crossed on the way to Hartford. 


For some time the bridge had been 


looked upon with suspieian, and at the 
present time a new bridge waa in pro- 
cess of erection, and was almost com- 
pleted. It was close alongside th* 
bridge which was then carried away. 
After the east-bound passenger train 
had paused to-night, one side of the 
old bridge gave way to the current, 
•and with a crash went boiling down 
itreain. The managers of the road 
Immediately dispatched a wrecking 
train from Hartford, which arrived 
on the Forestville side of the Pequa- 
buck at 5:45. There were 40 men on 
the train all of whom had come from 
Hartford. They were immediately set 
U> work to make the new bridge passa- 
ble and work was progressing satis- 
factorily by the aid of lanterns up to 
nine o'clock. To facilitate the wbrk 
:ialf of the men were located on the 
remaining portion of the ojd struct- 
ure 
At nine o'clock they were pass- 


ing1 iron girders to another gang of 
men on the new bridge. 


The waters of the Pequabuck had 


oueu continually rising since morning, 
and at nine o'clock were higher than 
ever known. The water had risen two 
or three feet \since the first crash at 
Jve o'clock, and the remainder of the 
aridge was really tottering while the 
men were courageously standing upon 
t. The outer end suddenly sank with 
a crash, with its human freight, and 
•was carried off in the boiling current. 
The cries of the men, the creaking bf 
timber and the falling of the ironwork 
made a combined noise which was 
leard half a mile away. 


The half of the gang which had 


wen resting on more solid foundation 
were horror-stricken to see their work- 
ng- companions so suddenly precipi- 
tated to death. In an instant, how- 
ever, they were resolved into a rescu- 
ng party, and every effort was made 
to save the drowning men. Two men 
were fortunate enough to reaoh shore 
jy their own exertions, immediately 
after the fearful fall. A third was 
saved by a workman, who plunged in 
after him and brought him to the 
shore. Finally a fourth, a fifth and 
then a sixth were saved by the heroic 
efforts of comrades. 


Others could be seen struggling 


away in the mass of debris, clinging 
to it and crying frantically for help, 
while a number never came in sight 
after the bridge went down. 


All of Bristol was at once aroused 


and preparations and volunteers im- 
mediately rushed to the scene of the 
disaster. The night was darkness it- 
self, and, with the boiliifg stream over- 
running its banks on both sides, ef- 
forts to rescue in the darkness were 
fraught with the greatest danger.

The trouble began in the saloon of 


Joseph Maovitik, corner of Adams 
street and Whiting road. For some 
years bad blood has existed between 
the Hungarians and the Polanders liv- 
ing in Whiting. Maovitik is a Pole, 
and about two o'clock yesterday after- 
noon a crowd of Hungarians entered 
his saloon with the avowed purpose of 
cleaning out the place. They began 
directing insulting remarks to the sa- 
loonkeeper and his wife, who was also 
in the saloon at the time. 


Several of Maovitik's friends were 


standing around, and one of them 
struck a Hun, knocking him senseless. 
The Hungarians became enraged at 
this and drawing revolvers opened ap 
a promiscous shooting. 


Maovitik and his wife fled up stairs, 


leaving the Huns in possession of the 
saloon. Several of them rushed out- 
side and with clubs began breaking 
out the large plate glass windows of 
the saloon. Movitik from an upper 
window fired a volley at the men be- 
low. 
His shots told, and when the 


smoke cleared away Szaugo and 
Mutcha lay dead in the street. 


In the meantime Mrs. Mavoitik 


stood at the head of the stairs and 
fived into a crowd attempting to mount 
the stairs. Thomas fell, it is thought, 
mortally wounded. Gladstone was in 
the saloon at the time the trouble be- 
gan, taking orders for cigars, and wis 
endeavoring to escape, when oue oi 
the shots from 
the woman's gun 


struck him in the breast, just over the 
heart. The bullet was checked by a 
match box in his vest pocket, which 
saved his life.

morrow as to make the fighters sub- 
ject to the penalty.

CUBAN RECOGNITION 


Not Regarded with Favor by the Chair- 


man of the Home Subcommittee. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 7.—The question 


of recognizing the belligerency of the 
Cuban insurgents was freely discussed 
at the meeting yesterday of the house 
committee on foreign affairs. 
Mr. 


Pearson, of frorth Carolina, precipi- 
tated the debate by suggesting that 
the house should formulate a resolu- 
tion recognizing the belligerency of 
Cubans without waiting for the data 
from the state department which the 
committe called for several weeks ago. 
At that time the general subject of 
Cuban affairs was referred to a sub- 
committee of which Mr Adams, of 
Pennsylvania, is chairman. 


When Mr. Pearson had finished, the 


question was asked of Mr. Adams 
whst ought to be the attitude of this 
government with reference to Cuban 
recognition. 


Mr. Adams obviously was not over 


friendly 
to the 
proposition. 
He 


thought the United States ought to 
proceed slowly in the matter. He went 
on to say that lie had Inquired among 
the larger business houses of Phila- 
delphia as to the conditions in Cuba, 
and that his replies had not been satis- 
factory. 
He proceeded from this 


point to define the legal status of the 
United States with reference to Spain 
with whom we have treaties of amity 
and commerce and with whom, also, 
friendly relations exist 


Other members 'of the committee 


questioned Mr. Adams upon phases of 
the situation, and the suggestion was 
advanced by Mr. McCreary, of Ken- 
tucky, that recognitions of this char- 
acter were purely an executive func- 
tion.

city. But before investing their money 
here they are anxious to ascertain 
whelher or not Decatur people want the 
hotel. The hotel would greatly advance 
the value of the property in the, part of 
town in which it was built and.the men 
who are backing the scheme wink that 
that the property owners and others who 
would be benefited ought to donate 
something. They do not ask that Deca- 
tur people take stock in the enterprise, 
but they simply want a sufficient bonus 
to feel secure that Decatur Is interested 
in the undertaking and will support the 
hotel when built. 
Dr. Brown says

whether

have the hotel. 
The Chicago men 


have the money to carry on their plan 
and will do it if they receive sufficient 
encouragement. 


The plajis were sent here so that the 


Decatur people could see what the hotel 
would be. A hotel built after the plans 
would be one of the handsomest build 
ings of the kind in this part of the state. 
Dr. Brown haa secured options on the 
Thatcher property at the corner of 
North Water and East North otreets, 
and also the J. K. Race residence prop- 
erty across the street.
